M erged Bus Lines Plan 
Huge Expansion Program 


Les Angeles, June 3.—Within 
the mext three years several mil- 
lien dollars will be expended upon 
new bus equipment and terminal 
facilities by the four merged bus 
companies: Pickwick Corporation, 
Yellow and Greyhound Stages 
Systems and the Southern Pa- 
cific Motor Transport Company, 
according to Howard H. Morgan, 
general manager of the Pickwick- 
Greyhound system in Kansas City. 
This is the first announcement 
following the merger consummated 
between the four companies May 
17, last, in Chicago, reported in the 
Automotive Daily News May 21. 
The projected improvements in- 
clude the building of large terminal 
buildings in the principal cities 
throughout the country served by 
the various lines. Many of these 
terminals will be patterned after 
those of the Pickwick lines in San 
Diego and San Francisco, which in- 
clude hotel facilities. 

“More than 1,000 modern motor 
coaches, traveling over 25,000 miles 
of highway stretching from the Pa- 
cific to the Atlantic. with extensive 
terminal and other facilities, are in- 
volved in the combined operations.” 
Mr. Morgan's announcement ex- 
plained. The dai'y bus mileage ex- 
ceeds 200,000, or 73,000,000 miles an- 
nually. 

The projected plans of the merger 
include the placing of the new Pick- 
wick njght coaches into service on 
night runs on the various lines. The 
first night coach was built about a 
year ago in the company’s Los An- 
geles shop and at that time was fully 
described in Automotive Daily News 
These Pickwick night coaches will be 
built by a subsidiary company of the 
Pickwick Corporation, the Pickwick 
Nite Coach Company, and the night 
coaches wil; be leased to the various 
merged lines.

The earnings of this corporation began to slide off in 1925 and this | 
decline continued until the high'y successful operations of 1928 returned | 
a profit greater than for any of the past four years by a big margin 
The gain over 1927 was well over 100 per cent. and the net income for 
1929 promises to even exceed that of last year 

Very profitable operations were reported for the first quarter of 
this year, reflecting the great activity in the automobile industry and 
indicating that Marlin-Reckwell is gefting its share of the increased 
business. The company and its subsidiaries reported for the quarter 
a net profit of $702,706, after depreciation, Federal taxes and other 
charges, this being equivalent to $1.94 a share on 362,145 shares of 
stock.

Few Issues Escape De- 


preciation in Poor 


Market

— YORK, June 3.— 
Marked by the unusual 


weakness of the accessory 
and equipment stocks, the 
shares of automotive com- 
panies listed on the _ stock 
exchanges last week sank to 
new low levels for 1929. 

Sentiment in the motor stocks 
was at the lowest ebb for months. 
with stocks that were recent favor- 
ites falling off with the rest of 
them Auburn Automobile and 
Firestone Tire and Rubber were 
among the few of the higher priced 
issues that escaped without losses 
of several points or more. 

The month of May proved to be 
a stumbling block for the automo- 
tive groups. Stocks of the manu- 
facturers in all divisions of this in- 
dustry received the most serious 
set-back that has been their fate 
for more than a year 

The shares of ten leading pas- 
senger car and truck companies 
depreciated $850,111,571 in com- 
bined market value during the 
month, while the combined value 
of the shares of ten accessory and 
equipment companies fell off $71,- 
523,701. These totals would indicate 
that the loss by the passenger car 
companies was in a greater pro- 
portion than that of the acces- 
sory makers. That does not 
necessarily follow. In proportion
